Dear Kevin and Peter: 


When you announced return to 
"уе goode още days" of TMNT, | 
was torn. It occurs to me that my 
objections to guest writers/artists 
stem from the disrespect these 
guests often show the characters - 
stories like “То (е Anxiety" and 
“Spaced Out“, for example. 
Another part of my mind feared to 
lose the book's variety. 

Don't get me wrong; I don't 
mind good-natured pokes and 
parodies, though personally I 
prefer more serious, character- 
driven stories. I'm talking about 
the stories where the characters 
are named Leo, Don, Raph and 
Mike, and that's the end of any 
resemblance to the TMNT. To me, 
doing an “interpretation” of a 
character does not mean 
recreating the character, it means 
looking at what has gone before 
and working within that 
framework. When I see a 
character totally recreated, it 
indicates a lack of respect for the 
original, and I wonder why the 
person is wasting his time with 
something he dislikes. 

I suppose you can consider this 
letter a cautious vote for the 
occasional guest writer/artist, 
preferably when that writer/artist 
has something about the 
characters he would like to 
explore; otherwise, the 
writer/artist might as well create 
his own characters. 

The “Space Usagi” sketchbook 
at the end of #46 was ironic, as my 
first glimpse of the issue's cover 
gave me the impression that Raph 
was fighting Stan’s rhino 
character, Gennosake. | can't wait 
to see the “Space Usagi” story. As 
for the story [#47], | really enjoyed 
the first part of “Masks”, especially 
scenes like Raph and Don's game 
of Scrabble; it really reinforced the 
“brother” aspect of the team. In 
fact, there were several examples 
of the kind of character 
interaction | enjoy most, and | 
would hate to lose guest stories 
like this one just because of 
pressure to have you two back at 
the helm. Perhaps you could 
schedule short guest runs between 
your stories, to offer variety while 
reassuring purists that the “real” 
TMNT are only a month or two 
away. By the way, when is the

Regarding your question about 
”Souls Winter” and which Turtle's 
arm was severed - you answered 
your own question when you said 
it wasn't necessary to know for 
the story. It never was made clear 
who each Turtle was because the 
story didn't focus on their 
individual traits, but more on their 
aspect as a team of brothers, 
spiritually and as warriors. No 
matter which interpretation or 
vision of the Turtles you look at, 
they are brothers. They are a unit, 
both as fighters and as family, 
looking to their sensei Splinter as 
both mentor and father. To 
answer another of your questions, 
Dark Horse published a Flaming- 
Carrot/TMNT cross-over (#5 25 - 
27) by Bob Burden about a year 
ago. Hints about “City at War“ 
are not very likely to be 
forthcoming - we're keeping our 
lips sealed on this one because we 
think you'll definitely be 
surprised! 
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
